ENGLAND'S POLICY. 


* 
Salisbury Will Oppose Coercion of the 
Turkish Ruler. : 


LONDON, Nov. 18.—According to an ar- 
ticle in this morning’s Post the British Gov- 
ernment has changed its policy on the Ar- 
menlan questton. The article, which is re- 


rded as reflecting very closely thé opin- 
on of Premier Salisbury, says that the 
Prime Minster Ras decided that the utmost 
effort must de made to maintain the in- 
tegrity of the Turkish Empire, and therefore | 
efforts must, in the first. place, be directed 
to restoring order in the disturbed districts. 
Continuing, the Artie says: 

“For the moment all thought of coercing 
the Sultan showld be laid aside. He has 
already given evidence of 4 desire to intro- 
duce reforms. It cannot be doubted that 
he will defer to the wishes of the wers as 
soon as circumé@tances permit. him to do 
so. It is difficult te apportion the blame 
justly between the Turks and the Chris- 
tians, atid it is believed on authority 
that the disorders are purely due to the 
careless order of the Sultan, who oom 
manded the provincial Governors not to 
molest the rmenians a they were 
quiet, or if they revolt to exterminate 
them. This order has been interpreted with 
much generosity by the Turks, while the 
Armenians themselves are blamable,to some 
extent, for fomenting disorders. ,; 

“The Embassadors of the foreign powers 
in general, and Sir Philip rrie partic- 
ular, have acquir a tion enabling 
them to give important support to thé 
Turkish Government at this eritical time. 
Sir Philip Currie’s instructions are such a 
to justify him in delaying the execttion. o 
reforms until the authority by which they 
are to be carried out has recovered from 
temporary weakness. At the present mo- 
ment any naval demonstration in the Turk- 
ish waters, or undue pressure on the Turk- 
ish Government, would only help precipi- 
tate a crisis from which Turkey's friends 
can hope to gain nothing, and her enemies 
everything.“ 

The articlé in the Post concludes by on: 
ressing the hope that the bassador wi 
be able te 1 more confidence in the 
Sultan’s Ministers, and that he can be in- 
duced to abandon his personal government, 
but adds that Sir Philip Currie and his 
colleagues must remember that they are 
not only apostles of humanity, . but. guar- 

dians of peace. 


THE SULTAN ALARMED. 


Urgent Messages to Governors to Stop 
the Butchery in Armenia.

INSURING WOMEN’S LIVES. 


The Business Has Grown Since Rates 
Were Made Reasonable. 


NEW YORK, Nov: 18.—The actuary of a 
life insurance company is satisfied with the 


experiment of an al rate for women, 
who, until recently, have been obligéd to 
pay more than men for insurante benefits. 
ays the actuary: 

We did not make the change because the 
interest in athletics and the craze for out- 
of-door life is making womankind stronger, 
taller and héalthier year by year. We made 
it because we found that thé speculative in- 
terest that was originally the prime factor 
in woman’s insurance was being éliminated. 
We found that women were insuring their 
lives for their own benefit, as an investment 
pure and simple, and we can not get too 
much of that class of business.“ 

He further says that since the experiment 
was begun, last September, he has written 
on women’s lives eleven policies for $100,000 
each, twenty-five for $75,000 each and forty 
for $50,000 each. He estimated that there 
had been written since then 8,000 policies, 
averaging $3,000 each.
